The Investigation was initiated to bring up to date a 1969 
investigation regarding Ziegler who as of 5/72, was the Press 
Secretary to President Richard M. Nixon. The file reflec ts that 
no de rogatory information was developed regarding Ziegler] | 
I [ from local arrest checks and a check with the Central 
Intelligence Agency. 
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A check of ”V/ho*s Wio” in the Alexandria FBI Office 
Library reflects that Ronald Louis Ziegler was Press Secretary 
to President Nixon from 1969 to 197^. In 1975 he was employr; 
with Syska and Ilenessy, Inc., 1720 I Street, Northwest, 

Washington, D. C. This firm is an international firm with a 
New York office also. 

It is noted that an extensive article with photographs 
appeared in the Tuesday, 2/17/81, edition of the "VJashington Post." 

The article was entitled "Ron Ziegler, The Loyalist and the Lobbyist" 
and was written by Stephanie Mansfield. The article appeared in the 
"Style" section on pages 3-1 and 3-^. The article mentioned that 
Ziegler is presently employed as president of the National Association 
of Truckstop Operators vrhlch has offices on the fifth floor of a high- 
rise in Alexandria, Virginia. 

Ronald L. Ziegler was subsequently contacted by the writer 
on 2/18/81, at his office at Room 505 , 700 North Fairfax Street, 
Alexandria, Virginia, which is the national office of the National 
Association of Truckstop Operators (.NATSO) of which Ziegler is 
president. Presen t durin?: most of the t ime that the writer inter- 
viewed Ziegler was Publlcations-Public Relations 

with NATSO. 

Ziegler advised that he had previously been interviewed by 
the FBI in past years in connection with the V/atergate investigation 
and also in connection with a break-in that occurred in his home 
south of Alexandria in 1969. 

Ziegler subsequently advised or provided publications, 
letters, or memorandums which reported on the follovjing information:

Ziegler advised ihat sometime on the evening of 2/17-13/81, 
someone broke Into the NATSO headquarters office at Suite 505, 

700 North Fai nfa-ic Street . Alexandria, Virginia. The break-ln was 
discovered byl |of NATSO at about 9i30 a.m. on 2/18/81. It 

appears that the person or persons that broke in entered the NATSO 
space on the fifth floor by removing a ceiling partition which 
allowed them access to the ceiling area and then crawling through 
the ceiling area until they dropped down into an office nearby. The
